Hour and Thirty Minutes After Case 


Is Given in Their Charge 


ITHOUT as much as the tremor of a muscle or a word t« betray 
their feelings, James Sabln an.1 Tony Christie heard twelve men. 
tried and true, pronounce a verdict of guilty upon them at » K 


o clock last night in the District Court. After a trial lasting five Jays th« 
two accused men were declared guilty of a charge of highway robbery, the 
punishment for which can be made anything from Imprisonment for one 
>ear to life in the state penitentiary 
Prom the start the accused men, 


through their attorneys, W. H A. Pike and Lewers & Humkey. contested 
the case, District Attorney Craig meeting every point advanced with 
• 


stronger one welding a chain of evidence about the two men that ceull 
not be o\»rcome It required only ninety minutes to reach the verdict. 


The Introducing of evidence was concluded early yesterday momlnB, 


the entire Jay being de\oted to argument by counsel for both Ridel. 
It 


was fl\e minutes after 8 last night when Judge Curler completed hl» In- 
structions and placed the case in charge of the jurors. When the bell toll- 
ed at 9 35 o clock the feeling around the court house was that the fftW 
of the accused men had been sealed. 


The two men apparently seemed to realize this was the case, for on 


the way from Jail to the court room but little wa* said. The Jury wa« 
in waiting when the prisoners were brought Into the court room. Sabln 
gave a quick glance at the twelve men aa he was led past the jury box. 
but be}ond this gave but little evidence of interest In the case. Only * 
few persons were in the court room at the time, Sabln's wife being 
the 


most anxious spectator 
Like her husband she maintained an utter Indif- 


ference apparently to the verdict 
County Clerk Fogg read the verdict anJ 


Judge Curler fixed Monday, October 16th, at 10 a. m. as the time for pats- 
ing sentence 


Sheriff Ferrel and Deputy Maxwell then led the prisoners to the Jail. 


followed by Sabln's wife 
All the way Mrs. Sabln uttered piercing Invec- 


tives against Ex-Sheriff Hayes. 


'I hope uud pray that the curse of God comes upon Johnny Hayes," 


she repeated, adding expressions of wrath upon the man whom she said w»» 
wholly responsible for the conviction 
The little group of officers anJ the 


prisoners sat around the Sheriffs etove 
Sabin sat in a, chair and lit a 


cigar, cool and collected. 
An air of indifference pervaded his* every be- 


ing such ae would be expected of a man having experienced the phase* of 
life that he has 
Across the room, sitting on the edge of the coal box, sat 


Christie, bending over, his hands both holding his head. He uttered not a 
word, but seemed to be absorbed In Jeep thought, aa Sabin was Indulging 
freely in conversation. The contrast was extreme. 


Sabin talked incessantly and frequently checked his wife in her wrath- 


ful expressions 
Sabln made the following statement for the Journal 


I want to say that the Judge was perfectly fair in his rulings, in every 


wa} 
My attorney did all he possibly could 
I know I'm innocent of the 


ciime but I got convicted 
There s no use hollering now about It. I got 


the worst of It, and it's Hayes that did it 
I m ready to take my medl- 


c Ine and take what comes, and there'"? no use roaring about it. But I say 
again what I said to Charlie Ferrel, that some day it will be known who the 
I'ght men are 
I was in bed the time the robbery was committed. I'm in- 


nocent and as far as I know Tony Christie Is innocent 
Some day it will 


be known who robbed that saloon 
Judge Curler ia a good, square, honest 


man and he did his part right 
My attorney made a good fight for me. he 


did all he coul 1 If we only had that man Crlppen here. I surely expected 
the Jury would disagree 
We got convicted and If I was going to be hung 


tomorrow I would say the same thin?, that I am perfectly innocent 
I 


hoped Tony Chiistie would get out of it if I was convicted, for they lashed 
the poot fellow over my shoulder 
It was Hayes that did It, and I lay all 


the blame to him " 


Through all the statement and conversation which followed Christie sat 


with covered head, unspeakable. 'H ve you anything to say?" was asked 
him 
He raised his eyes for the first time and replied 
•Not a word—I'm not guilty" He would add nothing more, the 


silence finally being interrupted by his saying 
'I knew for sure that If 


Hajes sail Sabin and I did it we Would get convicted" 


Attoinev pike who handled the case of Christie, last evening stated that 


he Inten is to continue the fight fo his client 


If we could haie found Mr C Ippen his testimony would have clea-- 


el mv client" said Mr Pike 
'I ne er fought a case harder in my life. 


I did my very best for Christie and believe there Is yet hope that his In- 
nocence will be proven 
It is not thought that an effort will be made to get another trial for 


Sabin 
He seems les'gned to the result 
District Attorney Craig la en- 


titled to much credit for the manner in which he handled the cane, for to 
his tireless energ} and attention to the case is due the fa«t that the twe 
men now stand convicted of one of the most daring crimes committed her*. 


I am satisfied with the result," sail Mr Craig last night, "for I am

More Disclosures 


T T now transpires that the Mutual Life Insur- 


•*• 
ance Company is tarred with 
the 
same 


brus,h as the New York Life1 and the Equitable, 
in so far as illegal tifce of policy-holders' money 
for election contributions is concerned. 


The officials of the Mutual Life followed a 


policy of progression in their efforts for the de- 
feat of free silver and the Democratic party. 
They contributed $15,000 in 1896, $35,000 in 
1900, and $40,000 in 1904. It seems that after 
they got the taste for the business in 1896 they 
liked it so well that they kept increasing the dose. 
If it had not been for the revelations of the past 
few months it is likely that they would have kept 
raising the ante, until at some election in the re- 
mote future the campaign contributions would 
have been up in the hundreds of millions. 


These disclosures would tend to show that the 


first corrupt use of money in a presidential cam- 
paign on the wholesale plan was in 1896. \Vhen 
it is stated $5,000,000 was used to defeat Bryan 
in 1896, the average Republican will defend his 
party by saying that an immense sum \\as used to 
elect Cleveland in 1892. But there has never been 
anything to show it publiclv and officially as these 
insurance witnesses have shown up the Repub- 
lican side of the campaign in 1896. 


It would be hard to believe that the great 


money interests, reaping, as they do, and have 
done, hundreds of millions from the protective 
tariff, would put up one cent to elect a Democrat. 
It's, the veriest rot, on the face of it. 


Another curious thing is that while the big 


money interests of New York were contributing 
enormous sums to defeat the Democratic ticket in 
1894 "because it was friendly to free silver," the 
voters of Nevada were hammering the stuffing 
out of the same ticket for the opposite reason. 


We wonder which was right.
